CnATtfAVOBTit, III, Aug. 12.— A 
terrible accident orcurred to a 'I'oledo, 
I'eoria & Western railruail excursion 
train, three miles east ofheruWed- 
netday night a few iiiinutcH before 
IS o'clock. The train was , oiiiposedof 
Bve tieepers, two chair earn, six day 
coaches and • baggage car, drawn by 
Euginet Not. SI and 13. The acci- 
dent waa cauaed bjr the burning of a 
bridge. The engineer on the head 
engine aaw tlio Are tome dlatancei 
but thought it wat the great. Aa the 
train drew near, Ihe real nature of 
the Are wu diaoovered, but too late. 
The train wu running at the rale of 
thirty mllet an hour. Theair brakes 
were applied. The ehgineer on the 
hind engine Jumped'; the flrtman 
stuck to bit poet The llrat engine 
jumped the chaam tafely ; the tecond 
engine wat Irown from theiraok, 
landing on her right aide, and hurry- 
ing Snglneer I. B. McCUutoek. All 
the can except the alaepars were tele- 
scoped. The wreoked care took lire, 
and aa Ihere wa« no water within 
ruaob, the pa tt e n gen were obliged to 
oxtingnitb the flamet with dual 
from the prairia. 'Wbtla they were 
thus engaged a tornado atm^k them 
and the unearthly tbrleking of the 
wind added to the terrort ofthe 
scene. 

Seventy-five persona killed and 
nearly three-hundred Injured, per- 
hapt a toore of them fatally, It lbs 
appalling reoord of the nigbt'a disas- 
ter. Before daylight in the mornlog 
there were 66 bodies laid out on the 
prairie, and forty or fifty were found 
lying wounded under aome butbet 
not far twty. Some of the la((ei 
illeJ while being lifted upon flat car» 
fur trauaportatioii to Cbatawork. At 
the wreck, bundred't of men were 
searching forniore vietimt and thort- 
ly after daylight four more unrecog- 
nized masses of human ilesh and tat- 
tered clothing were found deep lu the 
ruins. 

One of the survivors relates that as 
aoon as Ihe llrst engine cleared Ihi- 
bridge the brush beneath it tiamcd 
up aa if oil had been ignited. Hi 
was fast in the wreck, and called foi 
assistance. He was aided by aomt^ 
one outside, and ai soon as he wa^ 
safely outaide of the wreck hia rea 
euer graaped bit watch and tore it 
from him. 

Another man was robbed orhii- 
chain, the v*"dal vainly trying to 
get hIa watch. The lingers of acvcr- 
al of the dead upon which were val- 
uable rings, were cut olT. The rob 
bery of the dead and injured gavi 
rise to the terrible report that the 
bridge had been tired and the train 
purpoioly wrecked for tho take of 
plunder. 

CiiATWoicrii, Ii.i. , Aug. 13. — A cor- 
oiier'a jury ofexceiitional intelligence, 
Willi robtiiiaster W. W. Sears at 
foreman, have entered upon the task 
of endeavoring to discover whelher 
the catastrophe of Thursday morning 
waa due to accident or design. Hor- 
rible and incredlliie a» the latter theo- 
ry may scorn at llrst sight, it is never- 
theless true lliat it lias many support- 
ers among tho residents of Chats- 
worth, and it is also upheld by some 
of the leading ollicials of llio road. 
(,'erlaiii it is, moreover, that tho evi- 
dence already taken pointed more 
strongly to the probaliilitics that' 
train wreckers were at tlie bottom of 
the horror than to Ihe original idea 
that the bridge over the culvert bad 
boon set on fire by the burning graat 

beneath. 

The actual number of deaths has 
not been ai;curately determiucd. Tlie 
ailroad authuritics claim that the 
total are eighty-seven, while only 
soventy-flvo arc on tho list in the pos- 
session of Coroner I.oii(;, ami of theso 
two, at least, are alive ami uninjured. 
There have been four ileatlia at I'ipor 
City, which woiil.l bring tho total up 
to sevouty-soven. The fact appears 
to be, however, that in the cxcite- 
ineut and coiifusinn which prevailed 
on Thursday a number of bodies 
were sent to Peoria of which no rec- 
ord was rotainod, and those who have 
been upon the scene since tln^ lionr of 
the accident iusiat that the dcaili roll 
exceeds one hundred. Tho iiinnber 
of those who sustained injuries, ser- 
loue and slight, is fully quo hundred 
and fifty. ( The list of dead is loo 
long to publish. There were no 
Ivciiincklaot ou board the Ul-flited 
train.)

Since the Ohio Valley 
Itallway Company lubmltted lU 
proiwtUlon to the town to aubtcnbe 
(10,000 tlock thequeatiou hat been 
agltaled by the people of Cadiz. It 
waa conceded by every one (hat the 
propotltiou would meet with contid 
erable favor by a majority of the cit 
Ueiit, but uo one thought for a mo- 
meut (bat it would be reoelvsd with 
siii'h universal favor. 

Tlie voting began early, and moat 
of tho uppoiienia ofthe moaau re rast 
their votes agalnat it early. The 
advocates ofthe ineasuro thun began 
to vote for it, and voted atoadily all 
day until Ihe polls were closed bo- 
twccii live and six o'clock ; and after 
the polls closed aeveral came up to 
cast their votes fur it, Tlio inoaaure 
received 103 votes, there being but 7 
votea cast againat II, A number of 
frienda of the meaauro were abaeut 
from town, but will be here on the 
27tli, when the diatrlct will vote on 
taking $30,OCO atock. 

There wu but little electioneer- 
ing done for or agalutt It, nor, so far 
as is kuowii, (here was not one cent 
spent to control the vote. Kvery col- 
ored person who voted, save one, vo- 
ted fill tiiu rueaiui'ni and ths: cr.c 
hat been employed as a baud in tho 
building of the I. A. & T. Whether 
he was |iroiiiptcd lo vote against Ihe 
inca.^Mrc on uccoiinl of undue intlu- 
ence, we leave it for others to divine. 
As a reason why he voted against il 
he said that he had been told that it 
the proposition carried that the pull 
tax would be 'f3on tho head, and that 
he could not stand the increase. 

Out of about 130 voters in the cor- 
lioralioii, 10.^ for the measure indi- 
cates beyond all doubt that Ihere is 
a strong sentiment in Cadi/, for the 
railroad. It shows to the outside 
world tliat we want a railroad, and 
that we arc willing to aid in paying 
tor it. Tlial the measure isla-t g'*'"- 
ing Irieiids, wc have uover doubled. 
We again nrgo upon the friends ol 
the propoiiilion to use moderatiun in 
liscussing the queslion. Do not be- 
come angry. Mild and intcliigeut 
arguments are cuiiviiiciiig, while 
heated and angry discussions drive 
persons away, rersons voted last 
rialurday for tho railroad who were 
very much opposed lo it two wcelis 
ago. There are tliosc who are bitter- 
ly against it now, who, in our opin- 
ion, will favor it before the election 
if the matter it properly explained (o 
them. 

There arc tlioso who say that thei 
oppose the measure from jirincijilc, 
but who bane their itrgoiiicnis upon 
interest. To such it devolves upon us 
to convince them that it is to their 
inlertsl to vote for Ihe meatiiire. When 
you buci;ced ill doing lhal. yo'i/ic/;'/c.
